The paycholoBlRt ln\*jrtJeat*a the 
Intellectual equipment of the de- 
linquent child: the psychiatrist gives 
a phyalca] examination and tnven- 
tlfmtea the child's mental state : the 
nucijkl worker obtain* fuU lnfornin- 
Uon about the environment and put 
history of Uie child. 

A clinic bo constituted In America 
nan rial wile effectively up to &04 
caifa a year. 

Now look &t Australia, where the 
position Is fairly common in all 
States. 

As on example, approximately 2000 
delinquent boyj and girls come be- 
fore the Sydney Children's Court 
each year- But the court ha*, only 
one lull-time scientist— a medio*! 
man aotlng a* a psychologist as well. 

It I* Impost! ble for an* man to 
handle all the cases which wme be- 
fore the court- Thm-fnre nnlr tAe 
morr serious ones are examined. 

No girls are examined .it the 
Chtldren't Court eliiJic. Some ue 
dealt with by the Education Depert- 
ment'ri Child Guidance Clinic.

How Irish Estate Became 
Linked With English Throne

A charming story of flow a famoui 
Irish estate became linked with the 
English Throne has just been published. 
It concerns the romance of Princess Mary 
and the Earl of Harewood. 

A LITTLE less than nine centuries 
ago William the Conqueror 
landed at Hastings. 

HI;; nephew. Mian, brought with 
him a battalion which Included 
young Captain PlcOtUS de Lascelles. 
who was later rewarded lor his brav- 
ery by a gift of lands which William 
the Conqueror had calmly taken 
from a Saxon lord. 

The descendants of the young dc 
Lascelles became the Barons Hare- 
wood during the Middle Ages, and In 
more modem lime* the Viscounts 
Lascelles and then the Earls of 
Harewood. This Is the story of the 
present Earl; Henry George Charles 
Lascelles. 

He, following family tradition, 
went to Eton.

Poor Stranger 

TJUT at the outbreak of the World 
War he enlisted at once. 

While on furlough In the spring of 
1815. he was strolling down Bond 
Street, whiling away the time by 
visiting various antique shops. 

He was not only a passionate col- 
lector of art objects, but a learned 
connoisseur as well. 

In his ravoritc shop he asked his 
friend the proprietor about a cumeo, 
when a voice from the corner said: 
"It's probably from Milan, about 
150(1 ' 

The young officer turned to And 
the owner of the voice, and was in- 
describably startled to see an old 
man, collar missing, his coat torn, 
shabby and dirty, and several days' 
.stubble on his face, A beggar! 

But Lascelles quickly recovered, 
and politely thanked his informant, 
who went on to say: "It's Impos- 
sible to-day to be sure anything's 
authentic. So much Is Just guessed 
at nowadays. Tills painting, for in- 
stance, isn't Holbein by any means 
. . , Just some ordinary little Dutch- 
man.

plate. 

Left Fortune 

^HEREUPON the strange visitor 
drew from his back-pocket a little 
tube of porcelain-paste, which he 
proffered to the hapless man with 
the words: "Here's something to 
mend It with . . . but don't use it all. 
I sleep on a bench in Hyde Park 
every night, nnd I need everything 
I can get." 

"We in France aren't much more 
comfortable, I can tell you," was the 
composed rejoinder of his host. 

The beggar ate with gusto and 
speed, and then smoked in the 
drowsy contentment of a completely 
satisfied hunger. But through it all 
he talked . . and how he could talk!

FTEN I have jokingly said, 
'worse things happen at 
sea." but It was not until I had faced 
death !n mid-ocean that I realised the truth 
of the saying. 

We planned to sail to the South Seas lu 
a 42ft. yacht, mid, aa the equinoctial gales 
had not yet abated, every effort was made 
to acquire a full crew for the trip to 
Sydney. Unable to secure men we cast 
off on October 3 with only two young fellows 
besides my husband and myself, aboard. 

Leaving Freyclnet Peninsula a course 
was set for the open sea, but it was not 
until we were 180 miles west of Flinders 
Island that the full fury of the storm 
struck us. 

For 72 hours we were hove-to under 
sen-Anchor and reefed mizaen, and bat. 
tened below in the tiny cabin we waited 
breathlessly, eapertin»r any moment thai 
the yacht would be lorn asunder. 

White-capped waves rose to a height of 
twenty-five feet to fall with a crashing 
thud on the deck of the Connelut. Tim» 
and again I asked myself if the frail tim- 
bers would hold, and knew that for the 
first time in my life I was afraid— des- 
perately afraid of death that loomed so 
near. 

The engine had been previously discon- 
nected to prevent the water being forced 
back through the exhaust pipe, and when 
it was being reconnected carbon monoxide 

Oiled the cabin. Two of the 

!:,<'n and myself were over- . _ 

come by fumes, s.nd all that 
followed seemed but an un- 
real dream of horror. 

Amid splintering glass and | 
gasps of fear, the skylight 
broke Into a thousand pieces 
and water poured throughout 
the cabin. Having feverishly 
stuffed bedding into the gap. 
tag hole, we waited tensely 
for the first rays of daylight. 



Storm's Toll 

JJHYSICA1XY and mentally 
exhausted, we did not even 
>>peak, but lay apathetically 
upon our wet bunks listening 
to the wind howling through 
the rigging and the mournful 
rnaantag of the heavy cross 
seas. 

Our losses from the storm 
were many — the skylight, oil 
bags, a sea anchor, the sheer- 
legs belonging to the main 
bonm, the log line, and the 
more serious loss of the mli- 
xen-*all and Jlb~aall and tbr 
snapping of the one -inch Iron 
tiller almost at the junction 
of the rudder stock. 

These losses seriously im- 
peded our progress back to 
TrUtnanla, but on October 18 
we made our first landfall 
at Coles Bay, having safely 
weathered a storm no experi- 
enced fisherman would hope 
to combat.

Saboha Ceremony 
' For Egypt's 

Baby Princess 

By an English Resilient of Egypt 
Now in Australia. 

A daughter ha; been horn 
to King Farouk and Queen 
Faricla of Egypt. Like all 
Egyptian babies, the little 
Princess will by now have 
been the centre of a special 
ceremony called Saboha. 

SABOHA is arranged for the 
seventh day after the 
birth of a child, and no Invi- 
tations are Issued outside the 
household, the ceremony dif- 
fering in this way from wed- 
dings and funerali;. 

Women guests In the house, 
however, would be Invited W 
Join in. 

All the women of the harem 
ladles of the house, .the chil- . 
dren, nurses, governesses and 
servants foregather outside 
the nursery. 

Each, carries" a tall, orna- 
mented and lighted candle. 

The child's nurse carries her 
out, preceded by an old woman, 
usually the nurse of the baby's 
mother. 

This ancient carries a plate 
on which are six kinds of grain 
— rice, lentils, beans, wheat, 
barley, and make— and salt. 

She heads the procession, 
then after the nurse and baby 
come the motley crew of 
women. They wind through 
the house, going into every 
roam, upstairs and downstairs. 

As the gathering enters each 
room, the old woman gathers 
a handful of grain and salt 
and throws it into -the room, 
muttering meanwhile verses 
from the Koran. 

The domesUcs following all 
the time emit their weird joy 
cry, made by eliciting the 
tongue furiously to the root of 
the mouth. 

The child is then taken back 
to her mother, assured of 
plenty for the rest of her days. 

In the ease of the Royal 
baby, the simple procedure 
would probably become much 
more elaborate and formal. 

This is the only ceremony 
connected with the birth. 
There is nothing that corres- 
ponds with our christening 
ceremony. Within a certain 
number of days, the birth and 




name must be registered with 
the authorities, but that Is all. 

Egypt now has many fine 
gynaecologists, but ten ycara 
ago no man could have been 
present at a birth, the midwife 
being the onjy attendant.
